They have wrapped their cloaks about 
them and passed on the other side of the 
road 
They have declined to become involved 
in 
the 
affairs of mankind. 
Among the nations the United States 
has made itself famous for its willingness 
to become involved. 
American missionaries are world-famed. 
American generosity is world-famed. 
Americans 
not only have dispensed 
resources but personal skill in the far 
money resources but personal skill in the 
far corners of the earth. 
They have done this to such an extreme 
They have beer, so willing to intervene, 
in the name of mankind, that they have 
sometimes created resentment. But they 
never have turned their hacks. 
“ Y A N K EE GO HOME” has become a 
catchword in many places abroad 
Whose business is it. really, when human 
beings 
need 
heln in defense of their 
rights? Who should stand by their side? 
Is it not strange that Americans are 
standing by the side of people fighting 
for human rights in many foreign lands 
while Americans who journey to a place 
like Selma, Ala. to show token support, 
are criticized for not minding their own 
business. 
Whose business is it when human rights 
are denied? 


Down On Nullification 


The nation can hope and should pray 
for a final settlement of the civil rights

But because hope and

is time for direct action at a point where

All who have taken special oaths to

should be reminded of their duty.

century. 


This is the significance of the showdown 
in 1965. Anti-Constitutionalists are being 
shoved to the wall by the administration 
of the first Southern president of the 
United States.

CONGRESS, long dominated by South­ 
erners. due to the one-party system that 
gave them seniority, is being challenged 
to affirm that the 15th amendment to the 
Constitution, which gave full voing rights 
to Negroes and full power to Congress to 
enforce the voting rights, shall he en­ 
forced 


Once more. anti-Constitution lawyers and 
legislators are ganging up for a last-ditch 


fig ht. 


They are not propping repeal of the 
13th. 14th and 15th amendments—nothing 
that bold They know they would he licked 
on repeal. But once more they are advo­ 
cating nullification, especially of the 15th 
amendment. 


It is a couple of generations past time 
i >r thorn to In* licked on nullification, too. 


Moralists who decry burning the can­

The Supreme Court of the 
United States, in two decisions 
on Monday, not only, in effect, 
enacted 
legislation 
but 
took 
away 
f r o m 
emp 1 o ye r s 
their 
constitu­ 
tional right to 
operate a bus­ 
iness 
without 
coercion from 
any quarter. 
t h e h i g h 
c o u r t ruled 
that 
an 
em- 
ftntid Uwirtfr P °> e I 
llUS 
“ the absolute right to terminate 
his entire business for any rea­ 
son he pleases, 
but that this 
does not include the right to 
close 
a 
part of it, no matter 
how justified he may believe it 
to be for economic or any oth­ 
er reasons — if at the same 
time he can be accused of try­ 
ing to discourage unionization 
of his* employers. 
The court felt that the mom­ 
ent an employer does anything 
to discourage union activity he 
is committing “ an untair labor 
practice.” 
While the existing statutes do 
not specifically define it that 
way, the high court now has 
added this interpretation to the 
Taft Hartley Act. 
A U.S. Court ot Appeals, in 
the so-called Darlington Case, 
had ruled that an independent 
employer could 
liquidate the 
whole or any part oi his busi­ 
ness, and that to do so was not 
” an untair labor practice.” The 
Supreme Court said that the 
owner’s objective now 
would 
have to be proved in court not 
to be “ to chill unionism in any 
of the remaining plants'* of the 
same owner. 


THE ISSUE revolved around 
the right of an employer to 
close one part of his plant and 
not another. Yet labor union* 
can call a strike in a division 
of a company in one city and 
not in 
another, even though 
both plants are owned by the 
same company. 


To give the unions the right 
to close down one of several 
plants owned by a single em­ 
ployer. while denying the em­ 
ployer the right to close any 
of his plants in a struggle with 
a union, emphasizes an incon­ 
sistency which is nowhere ex­ 
plained 
in 
the 
high 
court's 
decision. 
The alleged dn committed in 
1956 by the parent company— 
Deering Milliken and Co.—was 
in closing a subdivision of its 
ojieration, known as Darlington 
Manufacturing Co. The court 
said this might be construed to 
be hostile to the union 
Although the employer may 
have actually intended to dis­ 
courage unionism, there is noth­ 
ing in the existing law or the 
Constitution which says that a

sense of loss 
persists in some cases for 
at 
least two years, threaten the 
emotional 
health 
and 
social 
functioning of those 
aff’irted 
and brings an increase in men­ 
tal illness.” 
These findings result from in­ 
terviews in denth with 500 fam­ 
ilies who used to live in Bos­ 
ton’s West End, a “ slum area” 
whose apartments and 
small 
businesses were raztd to make 
room for redevelopment 
Close to half the women inter­ 
viewed 
and 
more 
than 
a 
third of the men reported per­ 
iods of sadness or depression 
continuing 
for 
at 
least 
six 
months. 
A fourth of the women said 
thev were still sad or depress­ 
ed two years after the move: 
“ 1 felt like my heart was tak­ 
en out of me.” 
“ I had a nervous breakdown.” 
“ I always felt I had to go 
home to the West End. and even 
now I feel like crying when 1 
pass by.” 
TH E RESEARCH men found: 
“ Proponents of urban renew­ 
al projects sometimes reason 
the uprooted people would bene 
fit from slum clearance and 
forced relocation — in that it 
would give them an opportunity 
for 
advancement’ 
integration 
into the urban middle-class way 
of life). 
“ For the majority of the fam­ 
ilies investigated, this assump­ 
tion has not been borne out by 
the present study or by similar 
studies elsewhere 
"Unlike 
most 
residents 
of 
middle-class communities, most 
West Enders 
enjoyed 
group 
life. 
“ A family’s living included 
not only the family's apartment, 


but also the apartment hotiM 
hallways and the street. Rcla 
tives often lived nearby, 
fre 
quently in the same building 
Friends were all around and 
people 
were 
forever dropping 
in." 


West End residents, said th 
study, “ placed tin* highest value 
not on success as meaured bv 
income or occupation but on so­ 
ciability and friendliness.” 


"TH E 
RESIDENTS OF an 
area like Boston’s West End 
look on it not as a slum 
hut 
as home. 
It meets the physi­ 
cal, social and cultural needs 
better in most casts than anv 
of the communities to which re­ 
location projects force them to 
move.”
